WASHINGTON. April l l - The 
government continued to level off 
arms production today in antici­ 
pation of V-E day. 
In the newest moves, the war 
department ordered a nationwide 
cut of IO percent in ammunition 
production schedules for 1944 and 
revealed that 12 tank plants now* 
under construction would not be 
completed. 
The department said that “fa­ 
vorable progress of the war has 
made it unnecessary” to complete 
the plants. 
These moves, coupled with the 
recent leveling off of small arms 
production, made it clear that the 
armament crisis which arose dur­ 
ing the period of the Ardennes 
breakthrough last December was 
past.

G. Colville, county treasurer, who 
led the efforts to get the model 
here, said the replica is one of sev­ 
eral used during the celebration of j 
the centennial of the Invention of | 
the first practical reaper by Cyrus 
Hall McCormick in a log black­ 
sm ith shop on the W alnut Grove 
Farm near Steele's Tavern, Vir- i 
ginia. 
Previous to the invention of the 
reaper farm ers were harvesting 
grain with tools not much better 
than were used by th 
Egyptians 
and the Israelites. The hand tools 
of that era used by th ■ most skill­ 
ful operators could, at best, harv­ 
est no more than two acres a day. 
The reaper invented by young Cy­ 
rus McCormick on the first day of 
Its trial did as much as four men 
could do with the hand wielded 
cradles that were the only method
